School Board 
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Report of Superintendent of Schools 
To the School Board and Citizens of Mason: 


I submit my sixth annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools. 


SCHOOL ORGANIZATION 


The only change in the teaching staff since my report a 
year ago is that at the Centre School. Miss Mildred Peters 
declined re-election in order to accept a position in Ashland 
and we secured in her place Miss Helen Stone of Temple. 
Miss Stone had two years’ teaching experience previous to 
completing her Normal School course at Keene in June 1927, 
and taught one year following her graduation. She ts well 
qualified for the work she is doing. All the schools are doing 
exceptionally good work this year. The school enrollment 
is somewhat less than last year. The attendance until 
January was very satisfactory but sickness has lowered the 
record in the past month. 

For two or three years the two state normal schools have 
trained a sufficient number of new teachers in the two-year 
courses to fill the vacancies occurring in the elementary 
grade and rural schools, and enough more in the three-year 
courses to supply the demands of junior high schools, with 
a surplus each year large enough to provide a healthy com- 
petition. 

There ts still an inadequate supply of new teachers trained 
for senior high school positions. About 150 such teachers 
were needed in the state this year. The University of New 
Hampshire supplied about 35 of these, and the normal 
schools for the first time graduated classes in the four-year 
courses, providing 17 high school teachers. The balance was 
drawn from other states and was made up of teachers with 
brief experience and of inexperienced college graduates, 
in nearly equal numbers. 
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SUPERVISION 


As shown in the statistical report following, I have been 
able to use a larger proportion of time in school room visits 
that in some previous years, increasing the number of re- 
corded visits from 56 to 73. A small part of this time and 
‘a considerable part of the time required for office work was 
occupied with the testing program, which included oral 
reading tests in the first three grades, silent reading tests 
in the middle grades, and the Stanford Achievement ‘Tests 
in reading, arithmetic, language, spelling, science, and his- 
tory. The Stanford Tests were given in October and May 
last year and in January, 1929. 

The results of the three series of tests throughout the 
supervisory district were tabulated and compared with the 
published standards for a general comparison. ‘Then pupils 
who stood particularly low were noted, and the teachers were 
advised as to which ones needed special attention and in 
what subjects. The series of three tests mdicate a general 
advance and the January tests show all of the grades to be 
up to standard and some as much as 12% above standard. 
This 1s a general statement for the whole district and does 
not mean that every grade in every school is above standard. 

Last October a standardized test in silent reading was given 
throughout the district in grades four to nine, and the re- 
sults were handled in the same manner as indicated for the 
Stanford Achievement Tests above. The test was given in 
order to have a more accurate measure of the reading abili- 
ties of these grades than we had at the time I discussed the 
silent reading program in my last report. It was the first 
attempt at a comprehensive measuring of silent reading 
abilities so no comparison can be made that will show the 
amount of gain or loss. Results showed that all the grades 
tested were somewhat below standard. They provide a 
basis for determining what remedial work is required for 
the pupils or grades who were found to be especially low, 
and also for comparison when the test is repeated later in 
the year. 
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MepIcAL INSPECTION 


The required medical inspection was made in October by 
Dr. Pease and shows the following results: 


Number of pupils examined 54 . 
Underweight 2 
Defective Vision 2 
Defective Teeth 41 
Diseased Tonsils 3 
Enlarged Glands 1 
Unvaccinated 7 


This inspection is made only once each year and no pro- 
vision 1s made for follow-up work. It merely shows the con- 
dition that prevails at the time of inspection. Experience 
leads me to believe that comparatively little attention is 
given to the reports that are sent by the physician to the 
parents. In many towns a school nurse follows up the in- 
spection and by visiting the parents is able to explain to 
them the need for remedial treatment, and in this way the 
recommendations of the physician are made more effective. 
Without such follow-up work the expenditure for medical 
inspection is largely wasted. An additional expenditure of 
probably not more that $25 for the services of a nurse for a 
little time would be worth while. I would call particular at- 
tention to the fact that this additional expenditure would 
be borne by the state up to a maximum of $1 per pupil, 
including medical inspection and follow-up work by the nurse, 
so that a $50 expenditure would cost the town no more than 
the present $25 expenditure. 


FINANCES 


The Budget for 1929-30 calls for substantially the same 
amounts as last year in the various items, with the exception 
of the following. Last year’s estimate for transportation 
was $2200, and the cost is only about $2000 with no indication 
that it will be increased next year. “The estimate for high 
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school tuition is about $200 less than last year. This means 
that we shall close the year with a larger balance than usual, 
and we have thought it best to apply $400 of this balance 
to reducing the appropriation for next year. The income 
from trust funds, amounting to about $1000 a year, is split 
ito two parts in the budget, one to reduce current expenses 
to the amount of the $5 tax, and the other to reduce the ad- 
ditional items in the second group. 

The $200 allowed for extraordinary repairs 1s needed to 
shingle the west roof of the schoolhouse at the Centre and 
to repaint the interior of the Number Six schoolhouse. 

With the continued loyalty and support that is manifest 
i the school organization at present we shall be able pro- 
gressively to improve the schools, and this fact 1s doubtless 
as gratifying to all others as it is to me.
